(;overnor White issued his formal 
statement after a conference with Ad- 
jutant General Frank D. Henderson 
and other high officials, this after- 
noon, at which reports from the dis- 
trict telling of the shooting of one 
man and the dynamiting of a rail- 
road trestle were received. 

After reciting various recent in- 
stances of large groups of «men march- 
ing upon the mines and intimidating 
miners, the incidents of last night in 
which a public highway was picketed 
and all automobiles stopped, one man 
shot and a trestle blown up, the gov-

“This violence, this disgraceful law- 
lessness can no Jonger be tolerated.

Senator Wheeler, of Montana, re-

One of the leading congressional ad- 
vocates of the New Yorker, Wheeler 
returned from a tour in Mr. Roose- 
velt’s behalf that took him into North 
Dakota, Illinois, Minnesota and Mon- 
tana. He said he found all indica- 
tions there pointing toward a Roose- 
velt victory. 

Assuming Roosevelt would be nom- 
inated, Wheeler said leaders of both 
parties in Illinois thought the New 


Yorker would take that state by a 
tremendous majority that Minnesota 
would give him at least 100,000 ma- 
jority and North Dakota and Mon- 
tana 25,000 or 30,000. 

“As far as the entire west is con- 
cerned,” he said, “there is no ques- 
tion that if Roosevelt is nominated, 
he will sweep that country. In my 
judgment he will come down to the 
Chicago convention with instructed 
delegates from every state west of 
the Mississippi, with the exception of 
Oklahoma and Bexas.” 

Declaring he had never seen “so 
much unrest” in the middle and far 
west, Wheeler said he wanted to warn 
the “reactionary democrats that the 
democratic nominee has got to be a 
progressive liberal, in sympathy with 
the farmers.”

Mr. Hall was 
a native of Macon county, where he 
was born February 28, 1959, the 
youngest son of the seven children of 
Judge and’ Mrs. Samuel Hall. His 
father moved to Atlanta following his 
appointment to the bench of the su- 
preme court of Georgia, and later 
Judge Hall maintained a law office in 
Macon, but his family zesided in Hous- 
ton county, where he also had an 
office. 

“Captain Tom” Hall, as he was 
known to hundreds of fellow workers, 
from boyhood had a love for railroads, 
and early in life secured employment 
with the old East Tennessee railroad, 
but later went to California, where the 
Ashe family, to whom he was related 
through his mother, resided. He re- 
mained there less than a year before 
he came back to Georgia to become a 
conductor on the Central of Georgia 
railroad between Macon and Mont- 
gomery, serving that road for a period 
of 45 years until he retired in 1928. 

It is said that he established a rec- 
ord equaled by few conductors in all 
railroad history by serving almost a 
half century without a single mark 
against his record. He moved to Al- 
bany in 1918. 

Mr. Hall was married to Miss Lida 
Drane, of Savannah, member of a 
well-known North Carolina family, 
who survives him. He is also sur- 
vived by one brother, R. P. Hall, of 
Albany, former clerk of the superior 
court, who lived with him.

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Deplorable Penal Conditions 
Found in Hawaii by Owen

HONOLULU, March 20.—Nothing 
could better illustrate the lackadaisi- 
cal attitude toward crime and crimi- 
nals in Honolulu, which has led to 
increased crime, than the recent re- 

port of the prison board. 
If it were not so serious it would 


be a joke. People were, in fact, 
chuckling over it, when a recurrence 
of attacks on women brought a re- 
newed appreciation of the seriousness 
of lax law enforcement. 

Prisoners leaving jail when they 
wished, spending evenings and week- 
ends of freedom, prison work gangs 
lolling in parks and annoying residents 
by asking to use the telephone, keys 
of the gates and cell blocks entrusted 
to prisoners, liquor brought in for 
parties—these were only a few of the 
conditions disclosed ‘by the _ prison 
board, whose investigation was con- 
ducted despite every hindrance from 
prison officials. 

Joke Subjects. 

The jails in Honolulu have long 
been a subject for jokes. The story 
is told of one warden who threatened 
to lock his prisoners out all night if 
they weren't back by 6 o'clock. But 
ludicrous as the situation may sound, 
it has, together with mild sentences 
for many crimes and frequent paroles 
and pardons, resulted in a complete 
disrespect for law. 

Most of these laxities were dur- 
ing the administration of John C. 
Lane, the high sheriff removed and 
replaced by Major Gordon Ross, Un- 
der Major Ross discipline has tight- 
ened, but although the present guards 
do their duty there is a grave possi- 
bility that because of their insuffi- 
client numbers there will be a riot 
and wholesale jail delivery some day. 
Under Lane there was a gang in the 
prison which ran the place to suit 
itself, and the views of Mr. Lane were 
not those of a severe disciplinarian. 

The report mentions one story of 
a prisoner left in a park by a work 
gang. He went to a house and asked 
to use the telephone. Said he: “Plees, 
missus, I like telephone for Papa 
Lane send wagon take me home. Me, 
I go ‘sleep under bush, wagon come, 
take all home, only me. Plees, I like 
for wagon come take me home.” His 
appeal was granted: the wagon came 
and took him home. 

Prison Store. 

There was a store in the prison, 
dating back to Sheriff Gleason. It 
has not been determined whether it 
was run as a private venture or as 
a prison store, but no record of costs, 
profits or disposition of profits has 
been found. It is believed to have 
made a profit of about $200 a month, 
but where the money went nobody 
seems to know. 

The use of prison supplies for 
friends and relatives of prison offi- 
cials was common. <A committee of 
the prison board called on Governor 
Judd to acquaint him with rumors of 
the withdrawal of suppliés, and the 
report says the governor stated he 
was aware of the practice as regarded 
subsistence for the families of the 
warden and deputy warden, but not 
as to the deputy high sheriff. They 
reported the governor had said he 
understood the practice was general in 
Honolulu and elsewhere, and “it was 
his opinion that at present nothing 
need be done about it.” 

The withdrawals, however, seem to 
have taken on the proportions which 
might have been expected of a Tam- 
many official trying to feed a large 
family. In a little more than a month 
the high sheriff took from prison sup- 
plies 278 pounds of beef, 13 pounds 
of pork and 346 pounds of poi, the 
sticky mative vegetable. The deputy 
warden withdrew 323 pounds of beef, 
67 pounds of pork, and 289 pounds 
of poi. The deputy hich sheriff with- 
drew 119 pounds of beef, 10 pounds 
of pork and 37 pounds of poi. The 
three officials used about 500 loaves 
of bread during this period, and other 
things in proportion. But there were 
also many withdrawals for which no 
requisitions were made: supplies were 
merely taken off the shelves and car- 
ried away. 

Large List. 

The deputy warden’s laundry list 
for one month was one of the more 
amusing items in the report. The dep- 
uty apparently used 36 tablecloths, 
53 sheets, 54 bath towels, 126 dish 
towels, 110 pillow cases, 174 napkins, 
39 pairs of pajamas, 5 union suits 
‘and 6 undershirts, 2 nightgowns and 
an astonishingly various amount of 
other things. is family consists of 
his wife and six children. 

The inquiry encountered the usual 
difficulties in getting prisoners to 
talk, and opposition by officials, and 
when some headway was made Lane 
started an inquiry of his own and 
found his assistants had been “putting 
things over on him.” He discharged 
two. One was Turnkey David Bray, 
whom the committee accuses of be- 
ing responsible for the escape of Kai- 
kapu, the man who attacked a woman 
at Wilhelmina Rise, after leaving to 
get liquor for a New Year's celebra- 
tion in the prison. After Kaikapu 
was caught he said the expectation 
of going out through the gate was 
given up because a friendly keeper 
who was to let him and Lyman, an- 
other prisoner, out, went on a vaca- 
tion that day; but another man got 
the keys to the switchbox and turned 
the lights off. ° 

Precedent Upset. 

There was evidence that Lane knew 
ef the prisoners going out for nights 
and week-ends, because the time of 
their going and returning was entered 
in a keeper's book Lane _ inspected, 
New Years morning 10 or 12 prison- 
ers went out at 6 o’clock to serenade 
prison officials. Then they returned 
to jail. Lyman and Kaikapu, the two 
prisoners whose failure to return to 
prison so terrorized Honolulu—prece- 
dent being all upset—were the ones 
usually sent out for liquor for the 
crowd. They were members of an 
inside gang, headed bv Herbert Pe- 
ters, and all were friendly with Bray. 

The guards were asked what they 
would do if there were a concerted 
attempt to escape. QOhn.e said he would 
“blow his whistle.” Another said he 
would throw his gate key over the 
wall so the prisoners could not get 
it. Two said, as to a riot: “Well, 
that would be just too bad.” 

But it was a nice, friendly sort of 
prison up to the time of the escape 
of Lyman and Kaikapu, and nobody 
seemed to want to break out of it, 
particularly when they could leave 
any night they desired.

RIO GRANDE DO SUL 
BREAKS WITH BRAZIL

Wall Street

NEW YORK,’ March 20.—The 
failure of car loadings to show any 
increase, discouraging reports re- 
garding Easter trade and the contin- 
ued prostration of the steel industry 
are contributing to the less favorable 
view taken of the securities markets. 

Indisposition on the part of pro- 
spective buyers of stocks makes it dif- 
ficult to see where the purchasing 
power necessary to stabilize prices 
will come from, and already there is 
talk of possible new lows. The bank- 
ing fraternity and insiders of big cor- 
porations are buying only moderately 
and on a scale-down. 

BANKERS’ ATTITUDE. 

With the administration giving the 
bankers everything desirable in the 
way of credit relief it would seem 
natural to expect co-operation in or- 
der to bring about more stabilized 
conditions. Unfortunately, some pri- 
vate bankers are insisting that their 
share of railroad loans be paid off, 
and refuse to agree to any form of ex- 
tension. 

This attitude has been a blow to 
the stock market and until there is a 
change it is not likely that the public 
will appear on the scene to purchase 
securities when private bankers want 
nothing but cash: 

In other words, while the general 
public has had to stand and take its 
losses, the private bankers as Aa 
price for their possible co-operation 
want the government to reimburse 


them. 
RAILROAD EARNINGS. 
Announcement the last week of in- 
creases in net operating revenues for 
February by the Chesapeake & Ohio, 
the Baltimore & Ohio and the Illi- 
nois Central, due to reduced operat- 
ing expenses, revived hopes that a 
turn for the better in transportation 
earnings had come. 
The report of the Kansas City 
Southern, however, for the same 
month, showed a decrease of $238,- 
346, compared with a year ago, thus 
indicating that the initial reports of 
earnings should not be accepted as an 
indication that the February state- 
ments in general will show increases. 
EARNINGS AND DIVIDENDS. 
With the a end of the 
first quarter of this year, earnings 
statements are expected to be unfa- 
vorable and further dividend reduc- 
tions and omissions are looked for. | 
Until the private bankers exhibit 
a conciliatory attitude toward the 
problem of financing the railroads 
and unmistakable signs of better busi- 
ness appear, the prospect of improve- 
ment in the market looks doubtful. 


Earnings. 

NEW YORK, March 20.—(4)— 
The Phelps Dodge Corporation, first 
of the leading copper producers to re- 

ort for 1931, shows a net loss of 

988,908, before depletion, as against 
a profit of $515,173 for 1930. 

After a charge of $4,068,898 for 
depletion of properties, and dividends 
of $2,131,420, the eorporation showed 
a deficit to surplus of $7,188,798. This 
was substantially smaller than the 
deficit of $12,192,634 incurred ‘in 
1930, when dividends paid were sub- 
stantially larger, totalling $5,911,342, 
and there was a larger charge for de- 
pletion, amounting to $6,796,465. 

The balance sheet showed that this 
company, third largest American cop- 
per producer, had maintained a strong 
financial position. Current assets to- 
talled $39,578,492, against current lia- 
bilities of $12,433,214. Cash on hand 
amounted to $7,206,629. 

The annual report for 1931 of the 
United Aircraft & Transport Corpo- 
ration shows net income of $2,187,- 
548, equivalent to $1.04 per share on 
the common stock. This is compara- 
ble with $3,302,207, or $1.24 a share 
in 1930. 

The company’s operating revenue 
and sales for the year totalled $27,- 
752,638, against $29,989,836 in the 
previous year. Total current assets 
at the end of 1931 totalled $25,005.- 
006, of which $17,791.526 was in cash 
and marketable securities. Current li- 
abilities aggregated $1,642,516. 

The annual report pointed to ex- 
tensive concentration of manufactur- 
ing and co-ordination of transport ac- 
tivities in 1931 which “are expected 
to provide substantial economies in 
operation for the period ahead.” 
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NEW ORLEANS COTTON

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 20. 
(P)—While there were some periods 
of active trading in the cotton mar- 
ket during the past week, the gen- 
eral volume of business was disap- 
pointing. The trend of prices was 
generally downward starting with a 
decline of 15 to 16 points on Mon- 
day, which was only partially recov- 
ered later in the week, only to be 
followed by a fresh decline of 18 to 
19 points on Friday, and a further 
break Saturday resulting in a net 
decline for the week of fully $2 a 
bale. 

Last Monday’s decline was due 
mainly to the uneasiness created in 
the financial markets by the suicide 
of an important European personage, 
extensively connected with European 
financial affairs. There was some re- 
covery from Monday's decline later 
in the week, owing to shorts cover- 
ing, but the general trend of prices 
continued rather downward, despite 
another lowering of the Bank of Eng- 
land rate on Thursday. : 

Such recoveries as occurred in mid- 
week were promptly lost on Friday 
when prices slumped off sharply on 
the uncovering of stop-loss orders and 
more or less weakness in stocks and 
wheat. The market was_ prevented 
from rallying by the unfavorable view 
of the domestic mill consumption dur- 
ing February as shown by the census 
bureau, and the rather bearish tex- 
tile statistics which showed that sales 
of cotton goods during February bare- 
ly equalled production as compared 
with a large excess over pypoduction 
shown in February last year. 

Despite these unfavorable develop- 
ments as to domestic consumption 
there was a disposition to take a 
more favorable view of the world's 
consumption of American cotton for 
the season, due to the large exports

BUND PRICES RECEDE 
‘IN REAGTIONARY TREND

NEW YORK, March 20.—(?)— 
The bond market, so far as corporate 
securities were concerned, had a mild 
case of the shivers during the past 
week and the averages suffered ac- 
cordingly. 

The one bright spot on the other- 
wise overcast sky was the United 
States government list which paid 
little attention to the declining trend 
of general mortgages. Both Liberties 
and Treasuries held firmly around 
their high levels for the year. In 
addition to bank buying of the fed- 
erals, which amounted to some $25,- 
000,000, there was a quiet but steady 
demand on the part of smaller in- 
vestors. 

The railroads, as a whole, made the 
poorest showing of the week, a num- 
ber of the lower priced carrier liens t 
giving up most of their previous sub- 
stantial gains. The attack on the 
rails began with the Missouri Pacific | ¢ 
mortgages.

‘MERRY-G0-ROUND’ 
IS BUSY STATION 


During the past week we had the 
pleasure of being conducted all the 
way through the big Merry-Go-Round 
automobile service station, at the cor- 
ner of Ponce de Leon avenue and 
Juniper street. 

The busy manager, Paul Gibson, 
took time out to personally pilot us 
through and explain the many~ opera- 
tions through which the average car 
is put through from the minute it ‘is 
placed in his charge. 

The first operation is to wash the 
car thoroughly on the~ outside shed 
wash rack, and thie is done by men 
using a high-pressure specially pre- 
pared hot soapy solution that. will not 
only wash all dirt, but all grease and 
other dirt that will not readily re- 
spond to ordinarily cold water. 

This washing is done just as thor- 
ough by the man in the pit as the 
man that washes the hood and the 
car underneath is made as clean as 
it is possible to have it done. 

The car is next run onto the large 
circle moving platform and/¢here is 
where this big Sinclair service sta- 
tion receives its name  Merry-Go- 
Round. This moving platform is very 
much like the platform of a merry- 
o-round, only it is several times 
arger. As many as a dozen cars can 
be carried around a circle of over 100 
yards at the same time. The inter- 
esting part during this operation is to 
see the thoroughness with which the 
workmen work on each car. 

Process Explained. 

They first begin on the inside, by 
using a high-pressure air suction yac- 
uum cleaner, and every. part of the 
interior is quickly vacuum-cleaned 
and the inside of the car is cleaned 
better than the average car owner 
could expect it to be done by hand. 
The car is slowly on its way and 
runs through an automatic spray, 
wetting the car all over again, on the 
outside. Then two men use a high- 
pressure gun-nozzle hose and cover all 
the metal and top and they are then 
followed by two more men who just 
give special attention to the wheels, 
and these four men do all over again 
what the outside wash rack men had 
done less than 10 minutes before. 

The car, while it has been carried 
along slowly all this time, has not yet 
covered one-third of the way, and 
ynow comes the dryers and polishers. 
The first man is one with a hot-air 
vacuum suction device, who draws all 
the water from all crevices and cracks 
wherever they may be, and two men 
then, with specially-made fine-texture 
towels, start quickly to work, and they 
in turn are followed by two men with 
fine chamois skins, who polish every- 
thing until the metal and glass look 
almost like looking glasses. 

The car now having been thorough- 
ly cleaned inside and out—and they 
have a capacity of 600 cars a day in 
the washing and vacuum cleaning de- 
partment—is* ready for the road or 
pleasure drive, but should the owner 
want it thoroughly greased ‘ they 
run it into the next one of their many 
buildings and here again a crew of 
experts that have several years’ ex- 
perience in their work use as many as 
12 kinds and grades of oils and greases 
in the different working parts of a 
car. 

These men, who are also practicable 
car- mechanics, look at every bolt, nut, 
spring or any other part of the car 
as inspectors or abel finders and a 
notation is made of just what it may 
be and of whether of a serious or triv- 
ial nature. The car owner is made 
aware of their findings and act as 
they may please in the matter. 

If a car owner decides to have the 
reported trouble adjusted or repaired, 
the car is then run into the adjoining 
one of their buildings and the mechan-
